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We  perceive,  by  tlie  census  tukcn  in  Uif  year 
nyO.  thafctlicre  were,  at  that  time,  757;178  co- 
loured persons  in  tliediilerent  States  and  Ter- 
litories  of  the  Union.  According  to  the  enu- 
meration made  in  the  year  1820,  the  number 
amounted  to  1,764,832;  which  shews  an  in- 
crease of  1  ,(107,654  during  a  period  of  thirty 
years.  In  the  year  1810,  the  number  of  co- 
ioured  people  was  1,377,810;  which  deducted 
from  l,764.i^32,  the  amount  given  in  the  c en- 
sus  of  182ti,  leaves  387,022  as  the  increase  of 
that  period.  This  shru  s  thai  Uie  medium  (uinu- 
«/ increase,  for  th.e  I'nncjust  stated,  \\  as  oS,- 
702  1-5.  Probably,  in  tiie  last  yearof  that  time, 
it  fell  little  siiort  of  42,000.— At  present,  there- 
fore, making  sulScient  allowance,  and  without 
calculating  particularly  tl  e  geometrical  ratio 
'of  increase,  the  yearly  augmentation  of  their 
••number  may,j)erhaps,  be  estimated  at  45,000: 
and,  hence,  it  maybe  supposed  that  there  are, 
now,  about  1,930,(K>0  persons  of  that  class,  in 
the  United  States. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above,  that  the  co- 
loured population  of  this  country   more   than 
doubled  between   tiie  years  1790  and  1S20. — 
But  as  the  importation  of  slaves  was  freely  per- 
miitjed  prior  to  the  year  iSdS.  !',:;d  many   have, 
dou1)tless,  sincebeen  smuggled  into  the  country, 
in  (consequence  of  the  impossil)i!ity  of  enfoi-c- 
ing  the'laws  enacted  to  prevent  it,  in  some  par- 
ticular places,  it   is  probable  that  the    natural 
^  increase  will  vary  but  lUtle  from  the  estimates 
'\}f  those  who  have  heretofore  adopted  the  opiu-

"  ation?     I  answer:   It  is  fully  believed  that   we 

lave  tho'means,  fairly  Viithin  our  rencii,  for  the 

attaiiimcnt  of  this    important  object;   and  tiiat 

[nothing  is- wanting,  but  the    disposition    to    un- 

(Jertake  it,  to  ensure  the  final,   and.  most  com- 


plete, success  of  the  measure.  This,!  lj!)pe,  f 
shall  be  able  to  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  eve- 
ry unprejudiced  and  inteliij;;ent  reader. 

It  is  now  supposed,  that  between  four  and  five 
ithousand  coloured  persons  have  already  em- 
iiarkcd  for  Hayti,  or  will  have  done  so  before 
jthe  end  of  this  month,  under  the  direction  of 
citizen  Granville,  whose  arrival  in  iS'ew  York 
was  announced  on  the  13lh  day  of  June  last. 
It  is  also  estimated,  that  the  price  of  jia-ssage, 
and  subsistence  during  the  voyage,  from  our 
Atlantic  sea  ports  to  that  island,  vvili  not  ex- 
ceed toiu'teen  dollars,  for  grown  pcrsoiis,  and 
hall  that  sum  for  children,  when  liie  proper  ar- 
rangements shall  be  made.  Admiiling,  how- 
ever, that  it  will  average  twelve  dollars,"  a  head, 
it  would  be  an  easy  matter,  if  proper  exertions 
were  now  made  by  the  government  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  those  of  individual  States,  and  Socie- 
ties formed  for  the  purpose,  to  send  out  from 
fifty  to  si.xty  thousand,  annually.  Tiie  cost  of 
transporting  the  latter  number,  at  the  price 
jabove  stated,  would  be  720,000  dollars;  and  the 
whole  of  the  increase  for  the  prece(;;ng  year, 
!to;iether  with  15,000  of  the.  old  slock,  would  be 
jthas  removed  It  Avill  be  observed  that,  by 
jtliis  mode  of  proceeding,  the  number  of  tJiose 
ipersons  woidd  be  lessened  upon  the  same  geo- 
imetrical  principle  that  it  is  now  augmented!  In- 
jstead  of  increasing,  it  would  regularly  diminish, 
without  any  addition  to  the  annual  e}ipense  of 
jtransportation.  Trobably  all  those  wiio  >vere 
[previously  free,  together  with  such  as  should  be 
emancipated,  on  the  condition  of  their  leaving- 
the  conntrvjwould  by  this  means,  be  taken  away 
as  fast  as  they  could  be  preijared  for  removiil.

t!ie  number  before  stated,  in  less  than  sixj 
months,  what  n'ason  have  we  to  doubt  the  ea-|

!iuve"propo>ed?  Indeed,  it  may  be  fairly  pre-, 
5ii;iu<i.  th;»t  much  more  mii;ht  be  etl'ecied,  by j 
the  united  exert ".on.s  of  our  national  and  state;

all  parts  of  the  country,  with  the  i;reatcst  ease, 
and  with,  comparatively,  little  expense. 

In  pursuini;  our  stdiject,  we  are  met  by  an 
objection,  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  unac- 
iniainted  witli  the  population  and  extent  of  i!ie 
Island  of  Mayti,  rrspectinir  its  cnjiability  of  sus- 
tainiui;  a  iiirl'e  addition  to  the  prtsent  number 
of  its  iidiabitants.  1  confess  that.  uDtil  a  very 
ri'cent  date,  I  myself  eniertained  an  extremely 
imperfect  idea  in  regard  to  it.  It  is  with  plea- 
sure, how  e\er.  that  1  now  preseiit  the  reader 
with  a  statement,  which  must  settle  the  ques- 
tion in  this  point. 

Citizen  (Iranvillc,  the  airent  of  the  ITa>-tien 
i^oveniment,  now  in  this  country,  has  lately  re- 
cei\  cd  a  census  of  the  population  f)f  tliat  Island, 
a'ld  informs  us  that  it  consists  of  93o,3:i'>  indi- 
viiiuals.  exclusive  of  the  armed  force,  on  active 
duty,  wliicli  amounts  to  45.<)tMl  men.  .\nd  the 
folloW'iUf;  extractor  a  letter,  written  by  him  a 
short  time  since,  will  convey  tiie  requisite  in- 
formation as  to  the  dimensions  of  the  Island,  &tc. 
"With  regard  to  the  extent  of  the  island,  here 
follow  the  ilenlical  words  of  .Moreau  de  St. Mer- 
cy, in  his  description  of  the  S|)aiusli  part,  print- 
ed at  Fhiladelpliia  in  1796.

I  seasons  in  the  yeaf;  and  they  are  equally  fine. 
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In  the  delightt'ul  vales  of  tlip  Island,  the  sweets 
of  spring  are  enjoyed,  without  eithi-r  winter  oi" 
summer— the  ground  always  laden  with  fruit, 
and  covered  with  flowers.  From  the  situation 
of  this  Island,  it  might  be  supposed  to  suffer 
from  intense  heal;  but  this  is  provided  against 
by  frequent  refreshing  rains,  and  an  alternate 
East  and  West  wind,  which  blows  with  great 
regularity.  Its  salubritv  is,  also,  in  a  great  de- 
gree owing  to  the  beautiful  variety  of  its  sur- 
face, exhibiting  hills  and  vallies,  Avoods  and  ri- 
vers. It  contains  forests  of  pahns,  elms,  oaks, 
pines,  mahogany,  and  numerous  other  trees; 
and  it  is  generally  agreed  tliat  the  pine  apples, 
grapes,  oranges,  lemons,  limes,  citrons,  figs, 
dates,  apricots,  peaches,  and  other  fruits,  have 
a  peculiarly  tine  flavour  in  Hayti. 

The  Island,  abounds  with  wholt^some  water, 
but  so  cold  in  the  interior,  that  it  mast  be  drank 
with  care,  and  is  dangerous  for  Imthing.  It 
contains  sever,'.!  lakes  <^-  very  nnnr:erons  rivers; 
several  of  which,  viz:— Ozama,  Macoris,  Ya- 
quay,  Yuna,  La  Neyva,  L'Usdque,  Artibonite, 
are  large  and  well  stocked  witii  fish.  If  well 
■  cultivated,  this  Island  is  capable  of  supporting 
a  popidation  of  from  eight  to  ten  millions. 

The  Independence  of  Hayti  was  proclaimed 
on  the  29th  of  November,  1803;  an.i  having  ob- 
tained in  1821  a  session  of  the  Spanisli  part,  by 
consent  of  its  inhab'lants,  the  whole  of  this 
most  extensive,  valuable  and  interesting  Island, 
came  under  the  authority  and  protection  of  J. 
P.  BoYER,  President  of  tiie  Repiiblic  of  Hayti; 
and  now  enjoys  profound  peace,  and  is  earn- 
estly cultivating  a  knowledge  of  the  arts  and 
sciences.  They  have  establislied  Lanciisterean 
schools,  academies,  colleges,  &.c.  supported  at 
public  expense." 

If  the  opinion  of  this  last  writer  be  correct, 
we  need  entertain  no  fears  res]ipcting  the  meansi 
of  accommodating  our  coloured  people, 'n  Hayti. 
And  President  IJoyer  states,  in  the  m-.st  un- 
equivocal terras,  that  all  who  s^o  s'lall  b';  W"!l] 
received.*  But  even  admitting  that  the  whole' 
could  not  be  taken  there,  on  accou:it  of  the  im- 
possibility of  an  ijiimfdinte  transportation;  still, 
it  does  not  follov\  that  we  should  rej<'Ct  the  of- 
fers now  held  out  for  our  acceptance.  It  has 
been  shewn  that  a  very  large  pniportio'i  oftliat 
population  may  be  taken  thither,  thoiirh.we 
proceed  gradually  and  slowly  in  the  work.— 
And-there  is  not  a  shadow  of  doiibt,  tl);:r,  in  the 
Southern  poi'tion  of  ti^i^coritinent,  maiiv  op- 
portunities will  be  presented  to  locate  t'le  re- 
sidue, on  terms  as  favourable,  jierhaps,  as  it  mav

now  be  done  in  Hayti."*  In  short,  the  way  wi  I 
open  for  us  to  rid  our  country  of  the  iiiimV.roui 
evils  attendant  on  the  system  of  :!egrad:itio  • 
and  oppression,  which  is  now  practised  by  u- 
upon  a  portion  of  our  species,  as  soon  as  W' 
shall  open  oureycs  to  see  it, and  evince  a  wil- 
lingness to  profit  by  it;  and  the  practicability  of 
the  measure  in  question,  will  appear  plain  to  the 
view,  even  of  the  most  sceptical,  if  they  take  the 
pains  to  examine  it. 

To  satisfy  ourselves  of  the  absolute  necessity 
of  adopting  some  plan,  by  which  the  coloured 
class  of  our  population,  or,  at  least,  a  considera- 
ble proportion  thereof,  may  be  removed  be- 
yond the  confines  of  our  national  domain,  we 
have,  only,  to  refer  to  the  existing  state  of  things 
relative  to  the  subject  of  necro  slavery,  and  the 
inevitable  consequences  of  its  long  continuance. 
It  is  worse  than  folly  to  mourn  over  the  evils  of 
our  present  condition,  without  making  an  effort 
to  removethem.  An(l  it  would  be  nothing  less 
than  the  commission  of  national  suicide,  to  ne- 
glect t'le  renovation  of  our  political  system. 
I  I  have  shewn,  in  my  preceding  number,  thai 
the  prejudices  of  the  white  people,  again.«t  the 
blacks,operateasan  almost  insurmountable  bar- 
rier to  the  prop-ress  of  emancipation,  in  tiiose 
sections  of  the  {..'uiou  whei'e  tlie  coloured  class 
comprises  a  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants. 
This  will,  no  doubt,  long  continue  to  be  the 
case. — But  as  the  interest  and  the  happiness  ol 
the  present,  and  the  safety  of  future  genera- 
tions, demand  the  total  abolition  of  the  system 
of  uiico:ulitional  vassalage,  we  are  l)ound,  bv 
every  tie  of  justice,  philanthrophy  and  patriot- 
ism, to  use  the  means  within  our  reach  for  the 
[)erformance  thereof,  though  it  be  inadequate  iu 
the  accomplishment  of  all  that  strict  justice  re- 
Muires,  as  speedily  as  it  ought  to  be  done.  If  anv 
are  disposed  to  take  exceptions  to  these  general 
remains,  and  deny  that  tlie  interest,  hajipiness 
orsaiety,  of  the  present  or  future  generatit)ns, 
demand  the  extinction  of  slavery  in  tills  nation; 
the  sentiments  of  many  of  our  eminent  states- 
men and  civilians  might  be  adduced  in  proof  of 
their  correctness.  I  will  cite  a  f 'w,  wlio,  it  will 
be  admitted,  have  had  suflicient  inforaiation  to 
render  tiiem  competent  judi^es;  and  wiiose  vc-  " 
raoity  will  not  be  questioned. 

"No  person,"  says  General  Robert  G.  Harper, 
of  Marylaird,  "who  has  seen  the  slave  holding' 
states  and  liiose  where  slaVcry 'does  o*ot' exist, 
and  has  compared  ever  so  slightly  tlieir  c«ndi- 
lion  and  situation, Clin  have  iHiied  to  be  struck 
with  the  vast  tliilerence  in  favyr  of  the'  latter. 
This  difierence  extends  to  every  tiling,  except

The  elegmi,  ship  Aimuta,  owned  by  Isa'ih 
Mankin,  and  commanded  by  Captain  J.  Hallt 
sailed  from  this  poit.on  the  16tli  of  this  month, 
for  tlie  city  ol'Sl.  Domingo,  witli  two  imndred 
and  eighty  emig-rants  They  were  sent  oiii 
by  the  Baltimore  Kmig^ration  Societv,  and  were 
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The  President  presented  an  address, 
which  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  record- 
ed. Thomas  Moore  was  appointed  to 
forward  a  copy  to  the  editor  of  the 
Genius  of  Universal  Emancipation,  at 
Baltimore,  for  publication. 

On  motion,  Richard  Mendenhall  anrl 
Jeremiah  Hubbard  were  appointed  a  bal- 
lotting  committee,  and  the  House  pro- 
ceeded to  the  election  of  officers:  when 
it  appeared  that  Richard  Mendenhall  was 
elected  President,  Aaron  Coffin,  Secreta- 
ry, and  Nathan  Mendenhall,  Trsasurer. 

The  President  elect,  and  the  Secretary 
then  took  their  seats. 

Aaron  Coffin,  on  behalf  of  the  commit- 
tee appointed  to  meet  the  Abolition  So- 
ciety at  Newbury,  made  a  report,  which 
was  concurred  in,  by  the  House;  anf 
John  Stuart,  Aaron  Coffin,  David  San- 
ders, Richard  Mendenhall  and  Jeremiah 
Hubbard,  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
confer  with  the  committee  of  the  new 
Abolition  Society  of  New  Garden,  for  the 
purpose  of  effecting  an  union  of  the  two 
societies,  under  one  constitution,  and  re- 
port to  the  next  meeting. 

A  letter  from  Thomas  Shipley,  of  Phil- 
adelphia, to  the  late  President,  dated  3(1 
mo.  15th,  1823,  communicating  informa- 
tion of  a  number  of  tracts,  pamphlets,  kc. 
forwarded  for  the  use  of  this  Society,  was 
read;  and  they  were  ordered  to  be  pro- 
fiuced  at  the  time  of  the  next  meeting. 

The  subject  of  addressing  the  national, 
and  sta?e  Legislatures,  was  discussed, 
and  a  Tesolution  to  that  effect  passed, 
mem.  con.  A  committee,  consisting  of 
the  foUovving  persons,  viz.  Aaron  Cofnn, 
Alfred  Iladley,  Jeremiah  Hubbard,  Rich 
ard  Mendenhall,  John  Stuart  and  Solomon 
Allen,  were  Vea  appointed  to  prepare 
essays  afid  subjnit  them  for  inspection  at 
the  next  meeting  of  tUe  general  associa- 
tion. 

It  was  then  recommended  to  the  seve- 
ral branches  of  this  society,  to  encourage 
and  promote  subscriptions  to  the  Genius 
of  Universal  Emarieipation,  a  periodical 
paper,  published  in  Baltimore,  Marj-land, 
by  Benjamin  Lundy.

BALTIMORE  EMIGRATION 
SOCIETY. 

From  the  American,  of  Sept.  4th,  1824< 

At  a  meeting  of  the  IVlanagers  of  the 
Baltimore  Emigration  Society,  convened 
in  the  Council  Chamber,  September  3d, 
1824. 

The  Board  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  officers,  when  the  honorable  EDWARD 
JOHNSON,  Mayor  of  the  city,  was  chos- 
en President;  the  Right  Rev  Bishop 
Kemp  Vice  President;  Joseph  dishing, 
Esq.  Treasurer,  and  Daniel  Raymond, 
Esq.  Secretary. 

Citizen  Granville,  Agent  from  the  Hay- 
tien  Government,  was  then  introduced  to 
the  Society,  and  explained  in  a  very  lucid 
manner  t'ne  object  of  tlie  Government  of 
Hayti,  in  sending  him  on  his  present  mis- 
sion. 

The  following  resolutions  were  then 
unanimously  passed: 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  approve  of 
the  object  of  the  mission  of  Citizen  Gran- 
ville; and  recommend  to  the  coloured 
people  of  Baltimore  to  accept  of  the  libe- 
ral offers  now  made  to  them  through  him, 
by  the  Government  of  Hayti. 

Resolved,  That  P.  E.  Thomas,  Daniel 
Raytnond,  and  Evan  T.  Poultney,  be  a 
committee  to  advise  and  co-operate  with 
Citizen  Granviife,  in  the  promotion  of 
the  object  of  his  visit  to  this  city. — 
Then  adjourned — Test,

LAW  OF  VIRGINIA. 
[Perhaps  it  is  not  so  generally  known 
as  it  ought  to  be,  that  slaves  become  free 
under  the  laws  of  Virginia,  when  sent 
thither  by  their  masters  to  perform  ser- 
vices, at  diflerent  periods,  and  sulTered 
to  reside  there  one  year,  in  the  whole. 
A  Iriend  has  very  obligingly  furnished  me 
wilh  a  copy  ofthe  report  of  a  case  decid- 


tition  preferred  by  the  pre^•ent  appellee, 
claiming  his  freedom  bccau-^e  of  his  hav- 
ing been  removed  by  the  defendant,  (the 
ippcllant.)  from  this  state  into  the  state 
of  flrginia,  and  thence  imported  into 
this  state.  There  was  a  venlict  for  the 
petitioner,  subject  to  the  opinion  ofthe 
court  on  the  following  case,  viz.  It  is 
admitted  that  netjro  linLcrt,  the  jietiiiotj- 
er,  was  the  •^laveof  the  delendant,  who  is 
a  citizen  of  this  state,  and  resided  therein 
prior  to  the  10th  of  January,  1813,  and 
h;;s  resided  there  ever  since.  'J'hat  he 
owns  a  stone  quarry  in  the  state  of  I'ir- 
ginia,  where  he  has  been  in  the  habit  of 
t.dxingthe  ])etitioner,  for  the  purpose  of 
working  in  the  quarry,  for  a  number  of 
years  past,  four  or  live  weeks  in  the 
spring  of  every  year,  making  the  time  of 
the  petitioner's  being  in  Viri^inia^  in  the 
wl  oje  upwards  of  one  year.  The  de- 
fendant never  resided  in  Virginia^  ex- 
cept for  the  purpose  of  quarrying  stones 
•IS  aforesaid,  and  always  returned  to  this 
state,  (where  iiis  family  constantly  re- 
mained.) as  soon  as  he  got  a  suflicient 
number  of  stones  to  supply  his  manufac- 
tory at  Biiltiinore.  That  the  record  an- 
nexed, contains  a  true  and  just  copy  of 
the  laws  of  Firginia  relative  to  slavx>^; 
and  that  the  petitionfTr  never  applied  to 
any  court  of  record  or  competent  tribu- 
nal in  Virginia,  for  the  IJurpose  ot"  ob- 
taining his  freedom  under  the  laws  of 
that  state  The  petitioner  was  always 
brought  back  to  this  state  by  the  defen- 
dant without  being  conipelled  thereto  by 
any  force  or  violence;  and  that  the  seve- 
ral tunes  herein  before  mentioned,  in 
which  the  petitioner  remained   in  Firgi-

The  petition»'r  was  taken  by  the  defen-

By  the  law  of  Virginia,  referred  to  in 
tlie  above  statement,  passed  on  the  17th 
of  Deceml)or,  1792,o/i.  103,  s  2,  "Slave? 
which  ^^hall  hereafter  be  brought  into  this 
comnjonweallh,  and  kept  therein  one 
whole  year  together,  or  so  long  at  differ- 
ent times  as  shall  amount  to  one  year, 
shall  be  free."  By  [ha  fourth  section,  it 
is  provided,  "that  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  extend  to 
travellers,  and  others,  making  a  transient 
stay,  and  bringing  slaves  for  necessary 
attendance,  and  carrying  them  out  again." 

T}ie  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer^  &C 
[Dorsey,  Ch.  J.]  gave  judgment  on  the 
case  staled  for  the  petitioner.  From 
which  the  defendant  appealed  to  this 
court. 

The  case  was  argued  here  before 
Chose,  Ch,  J.  Buchanttn,  jYichoIson,  Earle 
and  Johnson,  J.  by  Furviance  for  the  ap- 
pellant, and  T.  Buchanan  for  the  appellee. 

The  Court  of  .iippeah  affirmed  tlie  judg- 
ment of  the  court  of  oyer  and  terminer, 
i:c. 

IN'STRUCTIONS, 

From  President  Boyer  to  Cifizer,  Granville 
[The  following  extracts  from  President 
Boycr's  instructions  to  his  agent,  sent  to 
this  country  for  the  purpose  of  proniot- 
ing  the  emigration  of  Iree  colored  per- 
sons to  Hayti,  will  give  an  idea  of  the  ad- 
vantages thus  held  out  to  those  jieopje. 
These  extracts  embrace  the  material 
points,  in  t!te  Instructions,-  necessar\'  to 
be  known  at  ibis  time:  and  they  set  forth, 
in  a  clear  liglit,  tlie  liberality  and  bene- 
licence  of  tiiat  government. J 

"The  advantages  which  attend  emigra- 
tion are,  1st,  that  they  sh;dl  enjoy  in  Hay-, 
ti,  all  civil  'ahd  political  riglits,  (Article 
44th  of  the  Constitution;)  2(ily,  they  shall 
have  entire  liberty  of  conscience,  in  their 
religious  practices;  ."dly,  they  shall  ob- 
tain concessions  of  land  in  fee  simple, 
when  they  sliall  have  made  settlements 
on  thesaid  lands, (see  copy  of  my  circular 
lo  the  governors  of  the  provinces;)  the 
whole,  juovided,  they  engage  to  be  faith- 


ful to  the  laws  of  tiie  Hepublic  whose 
children  and  citizens  they  v.dl  become, 
and  provided  they  undertake  nothing  con- 
trary to  its  triuupiillity  and  prosperity. 

To  regulate  the  interests  of  the  cmi- 
■irants,  it  will  l)e  [)roper  to  let  them  know 
in  detail,  what  the  government  of  the  lie- 
public  is  disposed  to  do,  to  assure  their 
thture  well  being,  and  that  of  their 
children,  on  the  sole  condition  of  their 
being  good  and  industrious  citizens;  you 
are  authorized,  in  concert  with  the  agents 
of  the  different  societies,  and  before  civil 
authority,  to  make  arrangements  with 
heads  of  faniilies,  or  other  emigrants  who 
can  unite  twelve  jieople  able  to  work, 
nd  also  stipulate  that  the  government 
will  give  them  a  portion  of  land  sufficient 
to  employ  twelve  persons,  and  on  which 
may  be  raised  coffee,  cotton,  maize,  peas, 
and  other  vegetables  and  provisions,  and 
after  they  have  well  improved  the  said 
quantity  of  land,  which  will  not  be  less 
than  3G  acres  in  extent,  or  12  carreaux 
(the  carreau  being  U)0  paces,  square  and 
the  pace  three  feet  and  a  half,  French,) 
government  will  give  a  perpetual  title  to 
the  said  land  to  these  twelve  people, 
iheir  heirs  and  .issigns." 

Those  of  the  emigrants  who  prefer 
applying  themselves  individually  to  the 
culture  of  the  earth,  eitiier  by  renting 
lands  already  improved,  which  they  will 
jtill,  or  b}'  working  in  the  field,  to  share 
jthe  produce  v.ith  tbe  proprietor,  must 
'also  engage  themselves,  by  a  legal  act, 
jthit  on  arriving  at  Ilayti,  they  will  make 
'ihe  above  mentioned  arra.ngemenls,  and 
i'lis,  they  must  do  beibre  the  judges  of 
the  peace,  so  that  on  their  arrival  here, 
they  will  be  obliged  to  aijply  themselves 
to  agriculture,  ami  n«t  be  liable  to  bcr 
come  vagrants. 

j  To  a!T  tho.'^e,  and  those  only,  who  will 
jcngage  themselves,  as  it  is  prescribed  ac- 
jcording  to  the  Gth  Article,  you  are  au- 
Ittiorized,  always  acting  in  concert  with 
i(he  different  societies,  to  contract,  that 
;lhe  expense  of  their  ])assage  and  main- 
jtainance  during  the  voyage,  shall  be  paid 
•  on  their  arrival  at  llayti,  by  the  gnvern- 
jment,  which  Avii!  give  tbem  also  the 
'moans  of  subsistence  durin<r  four  months. 
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artiT  their  liiuliiig  and  seUleim'iit  on  the 
ground  they  are  to  cultivate,  which  will 
be  long  enough  for  them  to  procure  by 
their  labour  and  settlement,  the  means  of 
supporting  themselves. 

Nothin;;  will  be  reijuired  of  them  for 
what  may  have  been  paid  lor  their  pas- 
8at:e  antl  subsistence,  which  is  a  donation 
niailc  to  them  by  the  Republic. 

As  (or  tlK>se  who  wish  to  come  to  Hayti 
to  engage  in  commercial  or  mechanical 
pursuits,  you  are  authorized  to  assure 
them,  that  the  expense  of  their  passage  and 
maintaiiiance  during  the  voyage,  shall  he 
paid  in  [layti,  provided  they  bind  them- 
selves betbre  civil  authority  in  the  U. 
States  to  return  to  the  government  of  the 
Hepiddic,  six  months  after  their  arrival 
here,  the  advance  which  shall  be  made 
to  them.  The  same  privilege  of  advance, 
on  condition  of  reimbursement,  shall  be 
granted  to  those  who  couie  to  buy,  rent, 
or  till  on  shares,  lands  cultivated,  or  to 
be  cultivated,  or  who  come  to  engage 
themselves  an  servants,  workmen,  or  la 
bour'TS,  the  law  granting  a  right  to  every 
Ha}tien,  to  exercise  his  industry  as  he 
plea>es,  provided  he  does  iiolliing  contra- 
ry  to  the  good  order  of  society. 

If  there  are  any  families  of  African 
blood,  disposed  to  emigrate  to  Hayti, 
who've  unfortunate  situation  prevents 
theiii  t'ronj  defraying  the  expense  of  re- 
moval to  a  place  of  embarkation,  you  are 
authorized,  acting  with  much  prudence 
and  discernment,  and  always  cuiisulling 
the  agency  of  the  dilleient  societies,  to 
make  atlvances  to  them;  provided,  they  do 
not  exceed  si\  dollars  a  head  for  young 
jn'ople  and  adults;  the  advance  will  he 
lepiyble  six  months  after  their  arrival  in 
II  i\ti.  which  must  iie  stipulateil  in  the 
oldigutory  contrails  by  thone  who  receive 
it.  ' 

It  will  be  necessary  that  the  cultivators 
s' ould    possess   finning    implements,   as 
far  as  possible,  for  themselves.     If  the  so- 
cieties  for  colonization    are   disposed  to 
make    donations   to   the    emigrants,    the 
amoiint  of  them  can  be  em[)loyed  bv  their!! 
.•igeiits,  in  the   purchase  of  provisions  orl' 
tanning    uteisils,    such    as    hoes,    axes,jj 
scythes,  ploi.  irrows,  &,c.  I:

It  has  been  asserted,  over  and  over, 
that  the  treatment  of  slaves,  in  the  United 
States,  i",  mild,  humane,  and  merciful:  and 
this  idea  having  gone  abroad,  has,  in  a 
measure,  stilled  the  voice  of  niany  an  ad- 
vocate of  their  emancipation  In  this  de- 
partment of  the  Genius  of  Universal  Eman- 
cipation, I  shall  occasionally  insert  ■•ome 
conclusive  proofs  of  the  incorrectness  of 
such  assertions.  I  shall  state  nothing  but 
what  1  have  every  reason  to  believe  is 
strictly  true.  But  if  it  comes  too  closely 
home  to  the  feelings  of  some  professors 
of  religion,  morality  and  humanity,  to  suit 
their  notions  of  self-importance,  1  confess 
that  1  shall  not  very  much  regret  it.  Let 
the  stagnant  and  corrupted  pool  of  the 
mind  be  stirred — perhaps,  by  this  means, 
it  may  be  rendered  pure  and  virtuous. 

A  late  writer,  in  the  state  of  Kentucky, 
has  the  t'oHowing — 

''Our  s\stem  of  slavery  puts  it  com- 
pletely in  the  power  of  the  slaveholders 
to  dismember  their  slaves,  or  even  mur- 
der them  at  pleasure!  It  is  true  that  slave- 
holding  states  have  enacted  laws  to  pro- 
hibit the  piopiietors  of  slaves  from  break- 
ing their  limbs  or  taking  their  lives;  but 
what  av;iil  such  laws'  while  slaves  are 
made  the  property  of  their  masters.'  May 
not  men  oider  their  pro|)erty  to  any  place 
jlo  which  they  may  wish  it  to  go?  Hence, 
[may  not  the  venget'iil  master  order  his 
Islave  into  his  kitchen,  or  some  other  se- 
cret place,  and  there  break  all  his  limbs, 
tear  out  his  eyes,  and  even  muriler  iiim 
with  the  most  savage  cruelty?  Or  may 
he  not  do  all  ti  is  even  in  the  open  field 
in  the  presence  of  a  thousand  other  slaves, 
and  yet  escape  the  sentence  of  the  law? 
Not  one  of  ail  this  thousand  could  be  a 
witness  against  him;  and  perhaps  not  one 
of  them  v»ouid  even  so  much  as  dare  to 
mention  th'e  «r  me.  Hence,  the  poor  slave 
has  no  security,  either  for  his  limbs,  or 
his  life,  further  than  what  is  in  the  will  of 
his  master.  ,\nd  alas!  there  is  often  but 
little  there!  Couhl  you  secretly  attend 
the  fields,  tlie  kitchen  and  the  huts,  in 
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which  slaves  'nb(jur  and  live,  you  would 
see  limbs  broken,  sculls  Iractured,  and 
even  eyes  torn  out.  And  what  is,  if  pos- 
sible, still  worse,  would  see  many  most 
cruelly  murdered! 

A  n^spectable  young  lady,  of  my  ac- 
quaintance, received  a  most  painful  shock 
by  unexpectedly  discovering  one  of  the 
terrible  things  which  are  sometimes  done 
in  the  kitchen. — She  visited  the  house  of 
a  certain  Kentuckian,  who  was  consider- 
ed reputable. — There  she  seemed  at  first 
to  enjoy  a  pleasant  hour  in  the  social  cir- 
cle.    In  the  parlor  every  thing  appeared 
comfortalile  and   decent — every  counte- 
nance  was  so  cheerful,   one  might  have 
imagined    tliit   good     nature   and    happi- 
ness  resided  in  the  bosom  of  each  mem- 
ber of  the  family.      But  ;das!  she  unfor- 
tunately stepped   into  the  kitchen.     And 
ah!  how   changed    was  the  scene!      The] 
most  doleful  aspect  s;dnted  her  delicate! 
eyes!     There  sat  a  poor  old  black  woman 
with  one  of  her  eyeballs  hanging  on  hori 
cheek!     It  had  been  torn  from  the  socket; 
by  the  hand  of  her  mistress!     How  pain- 
ful was  the  sight,  and  how  doleful  was  the 
tale  of  wo!    And  how  little  did  the  young 
visitant  expect  to   witness  such  a  scene. 
She  could   not  conceal  Iicr  feelings — she 
wept,  and  retired  with  emotions  oihorror. 
This  shocking  cruelty  was  committed  with 
impunity — no   law   could   possibly  reach 
the  case.     The  tale  of  the  poor  sable  suf- 
ferer would  not   be    heard  in  court,  and 
such  crimes   are  seldom  perpetrated   in 
the  presence  of  such  as  would  be  heard; 
and  when  they  are,  but  tew,   if  any,  are 
willing  to  be  at  the   expense  and  trouble 
of  commencing,  and   supporting  a  prose- 
cution, on  the  behalf  of  slaves.    The  truth 
is,  when  once  a  man  is  made  the  property 
of  another,  and  thus  put  compl<>tely  under 
his  control,  it  is  impossible  to. enact  lawsj 


that  will  protect  either  his  lii'e  or  his 
limbs.  And  every  attempt  to  puni-h  the 
master  for  abusing  the  slave,  \vjll  Itut  insti-j 
gate  him  to  greater  cruelty!  The  love  of 
gain  affords  all  the  protection  'the  poor| 
slave  can  have,  and  it  is  well  known  that! 
this  has  hut  little  influence  on  llie  \  iolent 
passions  of  men — To  the  vicious  heart  re-! 
venge  is  jrain.  I 


In  spite  of  all  law,  slaveholders  have 
the  power  of  life  and   death    over  their 
slaves.     And  some  ol"  them   do  exercise 
such  [tower  with  perfect  in![)unify.     It  is 
underuable,  that  some  drive  slaves  nearly 
naked  through  frost  and  snow,  utitil  they 
perish  with  cold — some  gradually  starve 
them  to  death,  and  some  cau;e  them   to 
expire  beneath  the  burden  of  excessive 
toil — others  wliip  them  to  death  in  a  man- 
ner tjiat  more  than  equals  the  ci'nelty  of 
the  most  barbarous  savages,  and  nut  a  few 
murder  them  with  clubs,  axes   and  guns, 
or  such  like  fatal  weapons!     It  is  undeni- 
able, that  in  these  several,  ways,  many 
slaves  are  murdered  with  the  utmost  im- 
punity!    It  is  seldom  that  even  so  much 
as  a  prosecution  is  incurred  by  murdering 
them;  and  1  do  not  recollect  of  ever  hear- 
ing of  a  single  individual  being  executed 
for  taking  the  life  of  his  slave.    I  am  per- 
suaded tliere  is  as  mucli  humane  feeling 
in  Fleming  county,  Kentucky,  as  can   be 
i'bnnd  in  any  sbsve-holding  section  of  coun- 
try of  the  same  extent;  and  1  tiiink  this 
will  be  readily   admitted  by  all  uho  are 
acquainted  with  the  people  of  llia.t  coun- 
ty; and  there,  a  certain  indivicUiisI,  in  con- 
sequence of  an  unjust  suspicion,  fell  upon 
his  poor  old  slave,  beat  him  in  tlie  face, 
and  mashed  it  in  such  a  manner  as  soon 
terminated  his  life;  yet  by  it,  he  incurred 
not  even  so  much  as  prosecution!   I  men- 
tion this  case,  not  because  it  is  either  sin- 
gular or  novel,  but  because  it  hajvpened 
in  one  of  the  most  hunwne  sections  of  one 
of  the    mildest    slave  holding   countries; 
and  therefore,  is  well  cal;Julated  lo  show 
what  is  the  re,d  state  of  things, even  where 
slavery  wears  its  mildest  aspect.   It  shows 
clearly  that  the  system  of  slavery,  in  its. 
best  form,  is  fraught  with  the  most  horrid 
murders!"

city  f"br  the  Sierra  Leone  Advertiser,  of 
June  12th,  18''24,from  whic'i  it  a]'pe.irs 
that  I  he  slave  trade  is  still  carried  un  in  all 
its  horrors,  on  the  coast  of  Africa. 

The  brig  El  Romano  arrived  uith  six- 
teen 13  pounders,  and  manned  with  20 
officers  and  131)  men,  was  fitted  nut  by  a 
company  of  merchants  at  Havana,  and  ar- 
rived at  Trade  Town  so;  ^'»  t'" ''.  previous

I'irinr  heavinq;  in  si^lit.  sin-  juit  to  sea. — 
l'.'.  I'incedur  w;is  re-c  iptured  by  the  lit- 
tor.  and  the  burner  ran  on  shore  in  a  hea- 
vy suri',  and  inmndwitely  ufnt  to  pieces. 
A  boat  lull  otmen  was  seen  to  leave  her, 
but  it  is  supposed  her  car^o  ot  slaves  all 
Jl•M•i^hed.  Tlie  Hr.i/.iliian  bri:^  got  otV  with 
60U  unlbrtunate  human  beinj^s  on  board. 
The  riitiir  then  proceeded  to  Princes, 
and  tell  in  with  the  schooner  boat  Picc.i- 
nntny  .Maria,  ol  live  tons  burthen,  which 
had  taken  on  board  twenty-three  slaves  at 
tiie  Ciaboon,  a  short  time  previous.
